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map made, certified, signed, acknowledged, and re-
corded under the provisions ot this act, shall have
the same legal force and effect in all cases as town
and city plats or maps. The register of deeds shall
be entitled to the usual fees for recording town or vil-
lage plats for each and every lot contained in such
map, for recording the same, and he shall be entitled
to the same fees per folio for recording all written or
printed matter on any such map as is allowed for re-
cording deeds.

Resord {o b Section 7. All written or printed matter on either
ac #imile of
eriginal. the tace or back of any such map shall be recorded

and form part of the record. The whole record shall
be made in such manner that it will be a fac simile
of the original.
